On page 1 of the August 15, I965, issue of 
The Miami Herald'', daily Miami newspaper, an article 
reflected that on August 14 , 1965, KINO, while enroute to 
Puerto Rico to address a religious convention, stated the 
IxjB Angeles riots were "absolutely wrong, socially detestable, 
and self-defeating" . 

According to the article, KINO later stated at San 
Juan that he favored use of the full force of the police 
power to quell the situation in Los Angeles. 

KINO added that he hoped the riots would not 
spread, but due to Joblessness and housing conditions, every 
northern community is a potential powderkeg. 

On pages 1 and 2 A of the August I6, I965, issue 
of "The Miami Herald", an article reflected KING stated, 
upon his arrival in Miami from Puerto Rico, that within 
the next few days he will go to Los Angeles to help restore 
Negro leadership in that riot- tom community. 

KINO stated he had been in constant touch with 
Negro leaders in Los Angeles since the rioting erupted 
Wednesday niglit.

Mr. Ruslin organized a prayer pilgrimage in Washington in 
1957,^ and it was during this period that he not only attended 
the 16th National Convention of the Communist Party as an

On February 3, 1964, he attended a private codctail party at the 
Soviet UN mission. Rarely two weeks later, he was advertised 
as a speaker at a rall> sponsored by the pro-Communist Elmer- 
gency Committee for Disaster Relief to Cuba.^, As of January 
5, 1964, he still belonged to organizations that serve, in the 
opinion of astute observers, specifically Communist causes, for 
instance, the Medical Aid to Cuba Committee.^ Additionally, 
he has worked closely often as an office holder, with : the World 
Peace Brigade, “Liberation” magazine, the Monroe (N.C.) 
Defense Committee, the Committee for Non*violent Action, the 
Committee to Defend Martin Luther King. Jr*, and the Green- 
wich Village Peace Center.^ He has posed with Kwame Nkru- 
mah, his “friend,”^ who is Communist leader of Ghana; pro- 
tested French atomic development, and apologized to the Japa- 
nese for U. S. atomic testing,^ No less important than all liiis 
is his arrest and conviction on a homosexual offense in Cali- 
fornia in 19S3!

Another of Dr. King's dose associates who was formerly with 
the Southern ' Christian Leadership Conference has an even 
more indictable record of Communist affiliations. Hunter Pitts 
O'Dell has been identified under oath as a Communist and has 
pleaded the 5lh Amendment before two Congressional com- 
mittees investigating Communist Party activities.^ \ 

O’Dell first came to Dr. King late in 1960, after working for 
the Bronx Citizens' Committee for Kennedy.* As of November, 
1961, Hunter Pitts O'Dell (who also us^ the alias Jack H. 
O'Dell) was listed among those elected to the National Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party of the USA, according to the

Can it truthfully be said, then, that Dr. King is absolutely 
free of Communist influence? Is his statement that "there are 
as many Communists in the freedom movement as there are 
eskimos in Florida" entirely accurate? 

A photograph taken at the 6th Annual Conference of King's 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference in Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, September 25*28, 1962, pictured Dr. King with Carl and 
Anne Braden, and James Dombrowski, all three identified 
under oath as Communists. Carl Braden, who is Field Secre- 
tary of the Southern Conference Educational Fund, and his wife 
were part of the notorious Louisville Seven, who purchased a 
house in an all-white neighl>orhood in that city, sold it to a 
Negro family, and then dynamited it to stir up racial trouble.* 
Dombrowski, as previously mentioned, served on the faculty of 
the Highlander Folk School, where the Rev. Andrew Young, 
Program Director of the Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference, received training. And, the Rev. Fred Shuttlesworth, 
National Secretary of Dr. King's SCLC, also happens to be the 
new President of the Southern Clonference Elducalional Fund, 
which has been identified by both House and Senate committees 
as a major Communist organ in the South. Additionally, when 
King promoted the demonstrations in Birmingham in the sum- 
mer of 1963, his chief of staff was then Wyatt T. Walker, who 
is presently editorial advisor to the Progressive Labor Move- 
ment, which has been described by J. Edgar Hoover as a 
Marxist- Leninist group following the more violent Chinese 
Communist line, 

Joseph Alsop, columnist for the Washington Post, in an arti- 
cle published in that paper on April 15, 1964, wrote: “Official

demency for Morton ^bell, who was convicted of spying.® 
He has publicly urged the admission of Red China into the 
UN.^^ He signed a petition urging a suspension or reduction 
of the sentence of Junius Scales, a Communist who had been 
sentenced to six years under the Smith Act.® Dr. King was also 
among 350 signers directing a petition to the 87th Congress to 
abolish the House Committee on Un-American Activities,® and 
he helped to initiate a petition to President Kennedy denounc- 
ing the House Committee on Un-American Activities, the Sen- 
ate Internal Security Sub-committee and various Southern stale 
Committees modeled after them.^ 

Both by his associations and by his actions, Dr. King has 
indicted himself.^ He has betraved the trust of a leeitimatelv 
aggrieved people by allowing himself and the cause he espouses 
to play directly into the hands of subversive elements. Rather 
than attempting to remove known Communists and fellow- 
travellers from the organizations he leads, he has gone so far 
as to use the mailing list of the National Guardian^ to solicit 
funds for the Southern Christian Leadership (inference! Why? 
Other minority groups have achieved advancement without en- 
dangering the nation hy using all of the deplorable tactics and 
deceit of the Communist Party — or supporting its strategy.

He said he told 
the young man the judge:? recommendation was good enough for him- 
that he hired the young applicant. That man was you. I have thought 
Euout this story all through the years* I have seen how you have come 
to perfect an organization wluch has been so instrumental in protecting 
our country from criminals. 


Unfortunately, you have been miserably handicapped in 
this important work in recent years. Vicious racketeers with political 
influence have been allowed to impair law enforcement officials in this 
Nation to the point that disrespect for law and all law enforcement 
agencies iS the order of the day among so many irresponsible people.

T racy city, Tenn. — Merchants up this way 
say if an election could be held on whether 
Highlander Folk School was a Communist train* 
ing school, most Grundy County folks would vote 
they think it w^as. 

For 30 years Highlander operated in this moun- 
tainous region and had some famous visitors and 
supporters, including Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, 

Btrange thing* — strange for 


their time — ^went on at High- 
lander in the years before It 
was closed in 1962 after a 
■late court found beer was 
aerved on the premises. 

The aura of xny*tery that 
aurrounded the school and 
m'hat went on there stimulated 

that what was taught at High- 
lander was comm un ism - Thi^< 
fear now ha* been fed by leaf- 
let* ^nd billboard* ^hich have 
been distributed acios* the 
South by the W^hjie Citizen* 
Council, 

These publications carry a 
picture of Dr. Martin Luther 
King sealed beside Myle* 
Horton. Highlander director 
in a classroom at Highlander. 
The caption on the picture 
reads: 

**Martin Luther King at 
Comn>unist training school.** 

Ten years after the picture 
was taken Horton can laugh 
about the Communist caption. 

**Kighlandor wasn't Com- 
munist than, it nover hat 
baon,** said Horton during a 
racant vitil to KathvUla wl^ra 
ha attondad tha Raca Hala- 
tions Instituta at Fisk Unlvor- 
aity. 

*^he Citizens Council knows 
that too." ha added. 

Horton was and is a man 
who involved himself in the 
la^r movement aiul in the 
civil right* movement — aome- 
Itmes when he wasn't wanted. 


Denies Reports 


Back in the early 1950's there 
were reports circulated among 
some liberal groups (hat Hor- 
ton w** admitting FBI mwtn 
and McCarthy committer in- 
vent ig* I or* to Hjghlsnder to 
y-aip them to spy on Com- 
fnunisf ” 


Horton^ who denied this at 
tha time, aayt today: "While 
tha Citizens council knows wo 
weren't Communist, the doc- 
trinaire liberal must have 
knawn we would net havo used 
our facHities to train profos- 
sional government sptet. 

Off and on during the year* 
various charges were ain»ed 
at Highlander and Horton. 
W'ho now runs a auccessor 
acbool at Knorville. A 1659 
state legislative comznittea 
hearing took a look at High- 
lander— and that probe left the 
impression that Horton was an 
€»pl^rtunlst but not a com- 
munisl. 

On three occasions during 
its bb-year existence. In 1^6, 
19i7 and again in 1960— this 
reporter visited Highlander. 

What went on there cer- 
tainly might have been un- 
usual to the mountain folks 
who lived nearby. For one 
thing, there were Integrated 
meetings — whites and Negroes 
attending seminars together, 
singing together, square danc- 
ing together, their children 
swimming together In the lake, 

There were lectures and 
round table discussions. The 
talk may have drifted over the 
beads of the farmers end 
miners, some of whom 
brought their children to the 
kindergarten Horton operated. 
There was talk of government 
end politics. Isbor versus capi- 
talism; socialism versus fas- 
cism. 

V«r)‘ rarly it w'as a place 
where some labor union* sent 
some of their official* lo dis- 
cuss iheir problems. BtiU later 
the emphasia moved to civil 
rlghta. as opposed wisrtr iq 
flslde of labor. 


Not Un^Americon 

Certainly there was the dis- 
content of tba working class 
expressed In the 1930's by 
representatives of organized 
labor who represented men 
elniggllng out of the depres- 
sion lust as In the lQ50’s there 
w'as 'discontent expressed by 
Negroes who were beginning 
to struggle for equal rights 

But there was never the 
feeling that this was subver- 
sive or un-American, even 
when some ideas which 
seemed impractical, hair- 
brained or hsK-baked were of- 
fered.
